| ABILITY TO GIVE BOND IGNORED 


Frank Barutio’s Bond of $20,000 Was 
Next in Size to That Given by 
Meysenburg. 


A complete reconstruction of the bond sys- 
tem as it prevailed in St. Louis is the out- 
growth of the forfeiture of his bond by 
John K. Murrell, indicted for bribery, re- 
leased on a bond of $5000, and who is now a 
fugitive from justice, with a price of $800 
on his head. 

Ever since the Criminal Court was estab- 
lished in St. Louis there has been a sched- 
ule of borids. The amount was fixed by the 


seriousness of the offense. The ability of 
the defendant to furnish the bond has 
never, until now, been considered by the 
court in accepting bond. 

The plan was vigorously urged by Circuit 
7 winnle  Atady p h . Folk and has been en- 
dorsed in decisions by both Judge O'Neill 
Ryan and Judge Walter B. Douglas.

LARGEST BOND EVER GIVEN. 
Before the Meysenburg bond the largest 
given here was that of Frank Barutio, in- 
dicted and convicted of the murder of his 
néphew, Edward Becker. Barutio.was under 


a penitentiary senterice of ten years. He 
was released on a $20,000 bond pending the 
action of the Supreme Court. 

“From. the time I became circuit attor- 
ney,’’ said Mr. Folk to the Post-Dispatch 
“I was dissatisfied with the system o 
bonds that prevailed. The system I found 
was not founded on justice. Assault to 
kill was fixed at $800, no matter what the 
circumstances of the defendant might be. 
Grand larceny required a certain specified 
bond, as did petit larceny and ail the other 


crimes. 

“The object of the ‘bond is to cause the 
defendant to appear in court. A bond in 
one sum would be sufficient to producé 
some defendants, while others Would re- 
quire heavier bond. A bond for $25,000 
would be excessive for some poor man. con- 
vieted of grand larceny, while ft is entirely 
reasonable for a wealthy defendant con- 
victed of bribery, especially when he has 
powerful money influence behind him. 

‘‘Murrell’s friends were willing to forfeit 
the $5000 bond that he might escape trial. 
Had his bond been $20,000 it would have 
been four times as effective in keeping him 
here. There aré some who would gladly 
pay $5000 on the bond rather than have the 
revelations the trial would cause to come 
to light. 

“The change in systems will work no 
hardship for anyone. If a man is in poor 
circumstances the bond will be no higher 
than heretofore. If he be in circumstances 
that will permit of his giving a higher bond 
it will be required. And-the bond demanded 
must not be mage of straw.”’

There Is Nothing 
Like Variety. 

It would be a difficult matter to attempt 
to meet the President without previous ap- 
pointment on one of his walks, for he sel- 
dom takes the same rout twice in succes- 


sion. When leaving home he is frequently 
asked in what direction he intends to walk, 
to which he promptly responds that he has 
not thought of the matte-, but once having 
decided the route he starts off as briskly 
as a boy on a hickory-nutting expedition. 
As soon as he has selected his direction the 
President decides: upon the length of his 
bog and often times himself by his watch 
or it. 

It is a difficult matter for the President 
to find anyone who can keep his pace and 
stay with him to the finish of the walk. 
One of the men who ca? do this is Gifford 


Pinchot. forester for the United States ag-¥ 


ricultural department. Mr. Pinchot’s inves- 
tigation of forest reserves and private tim- 
ber ‘ands gives him a great deal of experi- 
ence as a pedestrian, and makes him a cece 
observer of everything about him.

CITY BEAUTIFUL DEVELOPS 


ANYONE MAY LEARN THE CARE 
OF POPLARS. 
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Citizens’ Committee More Than Pleased 

With the Gift of Arthur C. Bab- | 
coek of Cleveland, O., to 

the City. 


Nearly three thousand of the Ohio trees 
brought to St. Louis by Mr. Arihur G. 
Babcox from Springficld have been sold and 
within the week will be set in the ground. 
Orders for the trees are coming in 80 rap- 
‘{dly to Mr. Julius W. Koch, 719 Chestnut 
street, chairman offthe citizens’ committee, 
that all will soon taken. 

There has been a brisk demand for the 
f ant honeysuckles, which may be used 
to train over back fences and sheds and [0 
ad porches, These vines require so little 
attention after having been carefully plant- 
ed that they more than abundantly repay 
for the trouble and exrense they are. 

Mr. Koch reports that the trees exceed 
the expectation of the citizens’ committee. 
Those that were graded as being from 1b to 
18 feet high are in reality 20 feet, and the 
12 te 1b feet are 18 feet. The honeysuckles 
come in bunches of two or three roots in- 
stead of one root. Altogether the commit- 
tee is miore than pleased with the trees. 


Not All the Poplars 
Are Yet Taken. ‘ 

Mr. Koch says those who desire the Caro- 
lina poplars may still secure them from 
him. The 15 to 18 foot trees are 3% cents; 
12 to 15 feet, 25 cents; 10 to 12 feet, 15 cents; 
8 to 10 feet, 10 cents, and fragrant honey- 
suckles 10 cents. Tle trees will not be de- 
liveted except on presentation of a receipt 
signed by Mr..Koch to Frank Miller, tne 
custodian of the trees at Union avenue and 
the’ Wabash tracks, where they have been 
heeled into the ground back of the resi- 
dence of Park Keeper Lamar. 

The three trees most particularly adapted 
to the climate and atmospheric conditions 
of St. Louls are, according to Hermann von 
Schtenk, the head of the Shaw Schoo! of 
Poetany, and an authority of more than 
natienal reputation on trees, and Arthur G. 
Iiabcox, a professional! landscape architect 
ef Cleveland, O., are the Carolina poplar, 
the: sycamore and the silver maple. 

2 beox has brought to St, Louis 5000 
of-the Carolina poplars which he has offered 
to the people for the mere cost of shipping 
them here. He is clearing off a large es- 
tate at Springfield. O., preparatory to lay- 
ing it out in gardens and lawns. The ground 
was formerly a nurselry and was covered 
with young trees. Rather than burn or cut 
the up Mr..

NEWARK, N. J., April 2—-“Ben Bolt’ 
was written by Dr. Thomas Dunn English, 
who died here yesterday at the age of 84, 
when the author was 24 years old. 

At rhat time N. P. Willis, the poet, and | 
Georke P. Morris had revived the New | 
York Mirror under the title of the New | 


Mirrer. Willis was well acquainted with ' 
English, then a young author who had at- | 
iained some celebrity at a poet, and asked 
him to contribute to the paper, suggesting 
that he send in a sea song. 

English wrote a song which he was dis- 
satistied with, and in its stead wrote four 
and a hajf stanzes of ‘“‘Ben Bolt,” to which 
he added the first four lines of the rejected 
sea song. This ‘“‘patchwork,"’ as Dr. English 
iermer it in a letter that accompanied it, 
was sent to Mr. Willis. Its author wrote 
that if Mr. Willis didn’t like it he could 
burn it, and thought so little of the effort 
that he gave the song no. title, and merely 
appended his initials. WhHllis was so well 
eased with “Len Bolt’’ that he printed it 
n a prominent place in the next issue of 
his paper, whic appeared Sept. 25, 1843. 
The English editors of that day, as at 
the present, kept their eyes open for con- 
tributions appearing in American publica- 
tions that are worth stealing, and promptly 
stole “‘Ben Bolt.”” The song “took England 
oy storm,”’ and passed everywhere there 
as a British production.
